Atlantic City, June 21.— Lashed and 
beaten Into helplessness by merciless 
waves and held powerless In the grip 
of an undertow against which human 
might was futile, four men, three of 
them 
Philadelphians, 
met 
heroic 
deaths on the beftrh here. 
Other 
bathers, red shirted beach 
guards and bathers, who took their 
lives Into their own hands, battled 
desperately against tremendous odds 
to save them. 
Thousands lined the boardwalk and 
bea* h, women wringing their hands 
and weeping bitterly as th*1 tragedy 
was being enacted before their eyes 
l o r more than thirty minutes mors 
than 200 lives were In peril from the 
pounding surf, which 
herded them 
into a deep slough running seaward 
from the strand at Chelsea avenue. 
Three others, one of them a young 
woman, are mlsnlng and may have 
met the same fate. 
The victims are: 
John Lisle, of 
Philadelphia; Charles Green, a fisher­ 
man, of Atlantic City; William Crow 
and Jam es McCay, of Philadelphia. 
Those missing are a young woman 
whose name is said to be Cramer, 
Frank Brigham, of Philadelphia. Dr 
John F. Coultes and Charles Matlack. 
In 
the Atlantic City hospital are 
Maurice Steppacker, a manufacturer. 
of Philadelphia; Erwin Craig, of A t­ 
la n t ic City, and Walter Margerum. a 
beach 
guard, who battled with the 
waves until he collapsed 
upon 
th* 
beach. 
Six Ashing skiffs returning from the 
f i s h i n g grounds off s h o r e were upset 
simultaneously in the 
breakers 
at 
Mississippi avenue. Green 
was ren 
dered unconscious and a score of the 
fishermen were hurled into the broil­ 
ing breakers. Green was dead when 
taken ashore. 
Later, while 
hundreds 
were joy 
ously leaping about In the great comb 
era along the Chelsea front, between 
Morris and Sovereign avenues, with 
thousands watching from the hoard 
w-alk 
railing and hotel 
porches, a 
shrill cry went tip 
Two minutes later no fewer than 
20A persons, many women and chil 
dren among them, were shrieking for 
help. The rising tide had filled an 
“offset,” or slough, and as the panic­ 
stricken bathers 
turned 
shoreward 
♦ hey plunged into It, over their heads. 
Pandemonium ensued. Horror gripped 
the h e a r t s of the watchers, for there 
were hut two guardsmen af hand. Os­ 
car Channel and Waiter Margerum. 
While these brave men raced sea 
ward, lifebuoys on their arms, to reach 
the bathers farthest out, the bathers 
formed a human life line to reach the 
others. 
One man, believed to have been Mc- 
Cav, wait within a few feet of help 
w'hen the human line crumbled under 
the battering of the seas. and others 
bathers dragged It* members to the 
beach. 
Men. 
w-omen 
and children 
were 
dragged out unconscious and stretch 
ed on the beach. There were eighteen 
of them at one time, and they went 


h a c k to fight for others aa they wers 
revived. 
John I,Isle was within easy reach of 
the shore and In no danger, when he 
saw a voting woman, now believed to 
have been Miss Cramer, throw up her 
hands and scream as she fe’t the 
undertow dragging her down. 
Without sn instant’* hestltation he 
struck out for the drowning girl and 
was fighting manfully to reach her, 
when she sank. Llale then turned to 
regain the beach and teemed to he 
making good headway when he sud 
denly threw up his hands and went 
down like a atone. One of the guards 
and other rescuers reached him a1 
most immediately, but he was dead 
when the ehore was reached. 


Rome, .rune 21.—Italian troops have 
routed the Austrians from the heights 
above the village of Plava. on the left 
bank of the Isonzo, at the close of a 
hotly contested battle, which closed 
with a bayonet attack by the Italians, 
which decimated the ranks of the Aug 
trlans. 
This victory is announced In an of 
flcial statement, which says that the 
losses suffered were heavy, hut that 
the results achieved were worth the 
sacrifices made. 
The story of this light illustrates 
the splendid fighting qualities of the 
Italian 
soldiers in the face of the 
greatest difficulties. 
Plava is on the 
east bank of the Isonzo. 
The Austrians in their retreat de 
stroyed all the bridges 
across the 
stream and then mounted batteries of 
heavy guns on the hills to the east, 
from which to direct a sweeping fire 
against the river and Its approaches. 
Tuesday night 
Italian 
engineers 
constructed 
pontoon 
bridges across 
the Isonzo and at dawn on Wednesday 
the Italian infantry crossed the stream 
to attack the heights held by the Ans 
trlans to the east, while the Italian 
artillery poured a rain of shells on 
the Austrian gun positions. 
AH day Wedhesday 
the 
struggle 
continued, the Italian Infantry labor 
lously making its wav through the 
barbed 
wire 
entanglements 
with 
which the Austrians had surrounded 
their positions. 
All the day the Italians were ex 
posed to a terrific fire from huge can 
non on the heights above, among the 
guns being several twelve-inch bewit 
vers. In spite of this devastating fire 
the Italians cut their way through the 
barbed wire fence* and toward even 
ing dashed up the heights In a b a'o 
net change which wpp for „t he.ro the 
possession of the first of the Austrian 
trench lines. 
i 
On Wednesday night the Austrians 
delivered counter attacks repeatedly 
in an endeavor to regain the position 
they had lost. 
They were repulse-! 
each time with heavy losses. 
At the first sign of daylight Thur* 
day 
morning 
the 
Italian 
Infantry 
raced up the hillsides In a bayonet 
charge, which cleared the heights of 
the Austrians. The retreat of the Ans 
trlans was complete, they abandoning 
their rifle* and cannon as they fled. 
Tribute to the soldiers who a- h^ev 
ed this victory Is paid by the general 
staff in the official announcement* in 
the** wolds:

In Car 
nia the enemy made fresh attacks on 
Fretfofel and attempted to approach 
the head of the Valonla pass. They 
were repulsed in each - ase.

They were composed of paving stones, 
pieces of tim ber and such other articles 
j as had been brought together for an 
improvised fortification.

in reloading 
The captain g a te the 
order to double quick, but before thev 
find covered a dozen yards there * ann 
another hailstorm, and another twenty 
then w ere pot nut of I ho light.
